The mining situation is regarded as 
so alarming that tho British admiral­ 
ty issued a proclamation taking over 
all the reserve supplies of coal iu 
Wales. 
The members of the general muni­ 
tions tribunal for Wales and Mon­ 
mouthshire under the new munitions 
act will attem pt to persuade the strik­ 
ers to resum e their work. 
If soft 
measures fail, there is no doubt that 
the government will speedily adopt 
stringent measures, provided for in 
the munitions act possibly declaring 
tho South Wales coal fields a milltury 
district under martial law.
